OTHERS OPPOSED 10 IT 


Discuss Blackmall and Brib- 
ery Arising Out of Me⸗ 
Laughlin Charges. 


Will the agitation over blackmailing busi- 
ness agents of labor unions and of counter 
charges of bribery by employers grow into 
a demand for a degree of governmental su- 
pervision of these organizations? 

The government, carrying a large and in- 
creasing load of supervisory duties relating 
to banks, railroads, industrial corporations, 
newspapers, etc., may have to take under its 
watchful eye the labor unions and their re- 
lations with the employer. 

Such a measure of supervision was sug- 
gested yesterday by Clarence 8. Darrow, 
known as a lawyer for labor interests. It 


was combated by other labor union leaders, 


who said they could settle their own troubles 
and who blamed employers for the cor- 
ruption of the labor agents. 


No Grand Jury Quiz Soon. 

The federal grand jury inquiry into the 
charges brought by John J. McLaughlin 
against blackmailing business agents—the 
case arising out of the killing of George Ham- 
mond, a teamstérs’ business agent, by Pat- 
rick Dignan, a contractor—will not be taken 


up at least until July 12. 


McLaughlin was asked yesterday if he had 


heard of any more blackmailing. 


Some new matters have been brought to 


my attention,” he said, but I am not going 


to tell the names of those concerned until 
I have had a chance to talk to them. I’m 
afraid that if their identity was disclosed 
now it would be dimcuit for obvious reasons 
to get them before the grand jury.” 
How Leaders View Plan. 

Views of labor leaders and of employers on 
the matter of unions and the blackmail 
charges were asked yesterday by Tun 
Trisune. Attorney Darrow advanced the 


idea that the unions should be under more di- 


rect supervision of the federal government, 

Ot course there are many phases of this 
proposition to consider,” he said at his home, 
1537 East Sixtieth street, last night. But I 
believe that something should be done to help 
people who employ large numbers of labor- 
ers and something should be done to help 
those people who work for these large mae 
ters. 

“The labor unio@s will never consent to 
incorporation, whieh would make them lia- 


ble for damages and allow their funds to be 


tied up by a court order. The average Amer- 


to a case of battle in the courts his own funds 
will break down first. 

The employers have always taken the po- 
gition that there was nothing to deal with 
when they had to deal with labor unions, be- 
cause they had no existence before the 
courts. Employers have refused to have 
anything to do with them for that reason. 
They might find some other reason for ob- 
jecting to proposals of unione if the unions 
were recognized by the courte. 


Suggests Limited Corperation. 

„A scheme of limited incorporation or or- 
ganization might be worked out whereby 
the law could have some control of the elec- 
tion of officers, the question of methods of 
arbitration, and perhaps other matters. This 
could all be done and there would not need to 
be a responsibility on the part of the union 
to pay damages. 

„The advantage of this is that it would 
possibly give a better standing in the courts 
to the unions, and in many ways create pub- 


lie sentiment that would cause people to deal 


with these bodies instead of irresponsible 
nonunion workers. It would give the mem- 
bers themselves a feeling of greater respon- 
sibility and greater control of their organiza- 
tions in making contracts, settling jurisdic- 
tional disputes among labor organizations, 
and the like. | 


I believe that some such plan as this will 


have to be worked out before long, and I 
believe it is feasible.

Got Right to Issue One Docu- 
ment, and Substituted An- 
other Which Was Pri- 
vately Rxinted.

Washington, D. C., June 26.—[Special. - 
That Truman G. Palmer, secretary and 
treasurer of the United States Beet Sugar 
Industry association, was guilty of violation 
of the postal laws and regulations when he 
mailed broadcast throughout the country un- 
der the frank of Senator Henry Cabot Lodge 
ot Massachusetts copies of a pamphiet en- 
titled, “Sugar at a Glance,” is the finding 
of a report made by inspectors of the post- 
office department to Postmaster General 

The conclusions were transmitted to Sen- 
ator Overman of North Carolina, chairman 
of the senate lobby investigating committee. 

The inspectors further said the govern- 
ment has been deprived of $57,600 in revenue 
through this misuse of the franking privi- 
lege. They recommended that action be 
taken to recover this. 


Watched Him tor Months, | 
During the investigation by the senate 
lobby committee last summer Mr. Palmer, 


beet sugar interests, was on the stand tor 
several days. 

During the course of his testimony he told 
how he had prepared and sent under the 
frank of Senator Lodge the pamphlet, 
Sugar At a Glance.” 

After the inquiry ended Chairman ons 
man of the committee called the matter to 
the attention of the postmaster with the re- 
sult that for months Inspectors Frayzer and 
Furniss have been gathering evidence in the 
case. 

Lodge Has Charts Published. 
The inspectors report that on July 27, 1912, 
Senator Lodge addressed the senate on the 
sugar schedule of the tariff bill and to illug- 
trate had hung on the walls of the senate 
fourteen large cards, containing thirty-two 
charts prepared by Mr. Palmer showing sta- 
tistics relative to the beet sugar industry in 
this and other countries. On Senator Lodge's 
request the charts were ordered printed as a 
public document. 

Another alleged order of the senate, dated 
Aug. 1, 1012, and appearing on the pamphlet 
Sugar at a Glance,” providing that charts 
and data furnished by Palmer be printed as 
a document, had never been made a part 
of the record of the senate and just who was 
responsible for the change in the order of 
the senate has never been discovered. The 
inspectors point out in their report that Mr. 
Palmer. on receipt of à letter from Senator 
Lodge, addressed to the public printer, “ ap- 
parently had full sway and made any and 
all changes or additions as he desired.“ This 
was in reference to the pamphlet Sugar at 
a Glance.” 


275,000 Privately Printed. 

The report goes on to say that there were 
275,000 of the pamphiets printed by private 
concerns and delivered before a single copy 
had been furnished by the government print- 
er. Mr. Palmer ordered only 25,000 copies 
from the government printing office, and this 
order was placed on Oct. 25,1912. The report 
then states: 

A total of 360,000 tranked envelopes were 


those to cover pamphiets printed by the pri- 
vate concerns anu of $108.70 for those in 
which the government edition was inclosed, 
all of which was charged to the congres- 
sional allotment and paid for by the erf 
ment.“ 

Continuing, the report says: “ Whether 
there is some difference of opinion as to just 
why a publication becomes a public docu- 
ment and subject to free transmission 
through the mails, it appears that it would 
not be such a document until the govern- 
ment had printed it and thereby determined 
what it should contain. Nor does it seem 
possible that a person or association has the 
right, upon a senate order, to print certain 
matters as a public document to go to a pri- 
vate publishing house and have an entirely 
different production printed as a government 
document, and then transmit it through the 
maiis under frank before the e 
turns out a single copy. “4

SCHULTZ MUST DIE 
FOR HEALY DEATH 


Jury Finds Slayer of Drug- 
gist’s Wife Guilty, with 
Gallows Sentence. 


THREE BALLOTS TAKEN. 


Richard Schultz must pay for the murdet 
of Mrs. Blizabeth Healy with his life. Afte1 
only an hour’s deliberation a jury in Judge 
Brentano’s court returned a verdict of guiity 
yesterday and sentenced him to hang. 

The prisoner collapsed when the verdiet 
was read and was carried unconscious back 
to the jail. 

“T have nothing to say,“ he said. 
only hope for a new trial.” 

The defense made a plea of insanity to save 
Schultz from the gallows. That there was 
no doubt in the minds of the jurors as to his 
sanity was shown by the fact that on the first 
ballot they unanimously voted him sane 
when he committed the crime. The second 
ballot, finding him guilty, also was unani- 
‘mous. A third ballot was then taken to fix 
punishment and it was on this question that 
most of the deliberating was done. Three 
ot the jurors were against the death penalty, 
according to Edwerd Hallin of 708 North 
Hoyne avenue, one of the jurors, but they

| Throat of Victim Cut. 

The murder was a brutal one. Schultz 
went to the rear door of the Healy home on 
Feb. 24 and knocked. Mrs. Healy came to 
the door.

Mr. Pesqueira told Gen. Villa that he can- 
sidered it useless to deny the actual facts 
so well known here at the border.“ Gen. 
Villa's answer to this telegram, sent on Jun 
20, has not yet arrived. 


Text of Pesqueira Telegram. 

The text of Pesqueira’ s telegram to Villa 
follows: 

The incidents that have caused comment 
in the press have been the violent arrests of 
employés of the gobernacion and the treas- 
ury departments and the fact that military 
authorities of Juarez have taken possession 
of the funds that rightfully belong to the 
general treasury, so that it is hard to con- 
vince rightful thinking people of the con- 
sistency of your declarations so inconsistent 
with the actual facts as known here at the 
border. | 

“I verily believe that if you liberate the 
employés now held and if the funds of the 
treasury are returned the excitement and 
doubt that now prevails will disappear.” 

“I have positive information that he al- 
ready has given orders that all constitu- 
tionalist employés who were carried to Chi- 
huahua as prisoners will be allowed im- 
mediately to return to exercise their re- 
spective functions at Juarez, said Peaqueira, 
and also that he has ordered specifically 
that all funds and valuables which right- 
fully belong to the national constitutionalist 
treasury be returned at once.“ 


Lull in Rebel Campaign. 

A message from Gen. Angeles inder date 
of yesterday said that there had been insiz- 
nificant skirmishes directly to the south of 
Zacatecas since Villa’s «ccupation of ihe 
town. The Federals who escaped cap'ure 
were reported wel lon their way to Aguas 
Calientes and destroying the bridges behind 
them.

Labor Leaders Talk. 

Expressions from labor union officials on 
the McLaughlin charge and the problem 
arising out of it follow: 

John Fitzpatrick, president of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor: 

The labor people can never get a fair state- 
ment frem the newspapers, 80 1 don't know 
whether there was any bribery or not. The 
persons accused were not members of this 
organization.

The contractors themselves have 
long been using iawless methods in unfair 
competition and have taught these men 
how to act. 
interference can be of any use. 


Favor Complete Expose. 

Miss Agmes Nestor of the Woman’s 
Trade Union league—A complete exposé will 
be a good thing for all the tnions. It 
will show that the responsible unions 
have nothing to do with such affairs. 
I want to see conditions such that men 
will not be so sorely tempted. The con- 
tractors should clean the mud from their 
doorsteps first. The government can help in 
this case if it goes. about it right. Such brib- 
ery and blackmail charges might leave a blot 
on the unions. It is only a few men who are 
responsible. There is no reason to condemn 
the whole labor movement.

Statements from other labor attorneys, 
union officials, and employers of labor fol- 
low:

The law 
would like to demand that labor unions in- 
corporate the same as other bodies do, but 
the labor people themselves do not want this.

Old Factional War Looms. 


The ghost of an old interfactional labor 
war—the struggle out of which the Chicago 
Teamsters’ association, in its present out- 
law form, was born—arose to take a hand 
in the campaign which McLaughiin has 
begun.

New Yorker Says Only Hope Lies 


in Vegetable Diet; No Al- 
cohol or Coffee. 


Atlantic City. N. J. June 26 The Amer- 
ican Medical association, in convention here, 


today adopted urianimously resolutions op- 


posing the evils of child labor. The rezolu- 
tions, deploring the conditions under which 
many thousands of children work, were sub- 
mitted by Dr. Henry B. Favill of Chicago, 
chairman of the council on health and public 
instruction. 

Stirred by addresses at section meetings 


/ depicting the existence of leprosy in certain 


sections of the country and the danger from 
this source as well as the inhumane treat- 
ment to which lepers in the United States 
are subjected, the house of delegates sub- 
mitted to the reference committee the reso- 
lutions presented by Dr. William A. ch wa 8 
of the section on dermatology. 

The resolutions assert that as the federal 
government controls traffic between the 


states it is the duty of congress to pass a 


law providing for the comprehensive care 


and control of leprosy. 


Tells of Cancer Treatment. 

Overeating, especially of meats, and the 
excessive use of alcohol and coffee cause 
many cancers and the only hope for their 
extinction lies in absolute subsistence on 
vegetaoles with the exclusion of coffee and 
alcohol in conjunction with proper medical 
measures, 

‘his, In substance, Was the statement made 
by Dr. L. Duncan Bulkley of New York. 
“It is a recognized fact,” he said, that 
cancerous tissues develop and are maintained 
by nutrition derived from food and drink, 
and that tumors certainly grow by the same 
means. I have treated many cases of can- 
cer by a vegetarian diet, excluding coffee and 
alcohol, with remarkable results.“ 

At least 90 per cent of fibroid tumors can 
be cured or relieved by the use of radium, ac- 
cording to Dr. Howard A. Kelly of Johns 
Hopkins university. ‘Operations are un- 
necessary,” he said. This new treatment 
with radium offers a wonderful and an un- 
dreamed of hope for many thousands of 
women suffering with tumors.“ 


New Treatment Aids Growth. 

Benefit to the physically and mentally 
deficient child has been the ultimate consid- 
eration in administering to animals minute 
quantities of the pineal gland located in the 
floor of the skull, according to Dr. Carey 
Pratt McCord of Detroit. This gland, the 
speaker said, influences the rate of growth 
and development. Experiments with chick- 
ens, dogs and guinea pigs fed with this mate- 
rial, Dr. McCord added, have been astound- 
ing, the patients attaining striking altera- 
tions in growth, although no tendency to 
giantism has been observed.”

Dr. Smithies demanded from the driver 
both sections of the receipt, for, in order to 
give weight to his protest, it was necessary to 
show the distance he had traveled, for which 
the $2.25 charge had been made. The driver 
at first declined to do as he was asked but 
finally the doctor did seoure both portions of 
the receipt. 

In retaliation the driver forcibly took the 
doctor’s baggage and drove off with it. Being 
a cripple Dr. Snitthies was able to offer little 
resistance to the driver to prevent the “ kid- 
naping ” of his baggage.

Typhoid Also Barred. . 

By these stringent measures smallpox is 
not to be feared any longer. It has gone to 
join the yellow fever germ, which is obso- 
lete in these parts, Thus, two of our most 
deadly enemies have been vanquished. To 
these two may also be added typhoid fever, 
once the scourge of our army, as those who 
remember the grim statistics of the Spanish- 
Americacn war can appreciate. Typhoid left 
a black record of death and disease, be- 
side which the record of mortality and sur- 
fering from all other causes is ingignificant 
and the conquest of this fever is one of the 
most brilliant achievements of medicine. 

Every man in the army, navy, and marine 
corps is required to take the typhoid prophy- 
lactic treatment, which means three injeo- 
tions, at intervals of ten days apart, of 2,500,- 
000,000 dead typhoid germs. The first in- 
Jection is only a small one of 500,000,000 dead 
germs, but the last two are injections of 
1,000,000,000 germs each. | 

I took the treatment. My first injection 
was taken in Chicago at 8 o'clock in the 
evening. The doctor told me that I might 
feel uncomfortable in about four hours. So 
I went to bed at 11 and slept through the 
uncomfortable period, awakening the next 
morning with only a vague consciousness 
of having dreamied a lot of turbulent, war- 
like dreams, 


No Il Effects Next Time. 

My next injection was taken in New York, 
while I was attending a dinmer party. That 
is, a doctor came and I left the group of 
diners long enough to take the “ shot.” 
There was no discomfort occasioned by this 
second shot, nor was there any when the 
third and last was administered by Dr. Law- 
3 on the battleship Wyoming, ten days 

ter. 

The only sensation these treatments gave 

me was not a physical sensation, but entire- 
ly a mental one. I was somewhat staggered 
by the thought that I was the sepulchre of 
a billion germs and I wondered at the crowd- 
ed condition my interior must present. I 
wondered how that billion was counted and 
how the doctors knew that it was a billion 
instead of 948,876,007, or some other exact 
figure. 
New, I think, and hope, I am immune. If 
I want to go out and drink swamp water 
or other unclean beverages, I'm supposed to 
be able to do it without dreading typhoid. 

The man who discovered this wonderful 
preventive of typhoid should be festooned 
with laurel wreathe, a fresh one for every 
hour of the day, for he has practically wiped 
out one of our most dreaded foes. 


No Typhoid Among Troops, 
There is a good deal of tuberculosis in

When 
to this overcrowded condition is added the 
Mexican’s habit of washing out his mouth 
after each meal and using the floor as a cus- 
pidor, the prevalence of tuberculosis is 
largely explained. 

The Mexican hospitals, under Mexican su- 
pervision, used to treat these tuberculosis 
cases whenever they were brought in, but it

<BUILDING LAWS, OLD AND NEW. 
The question before the council com- 


— 


mittee on buildings is not whether buildings | 


should be limited to a height of 200 feet 
or to a height of 260 feet, but whether 
certain owners are to be allowed the privi- 
lege of building taller buildings than their 
neighbors are allowed to build, | 

When steel construction first came into 
vogue it was the custom for owners desir- 
ing to erect steel buildings to go to the coun- 
eil and obtain special ordinances. Later 
the necessity for a uniform law became ap- 
parent, and a general ordinance was passed 
fixing 260 feet as the height to which 
buildings in Chicago could be erected. 

Under this law a very large proportion 
of the modern buildings were constructed, 
and when in 1910 the council, for various 
reasons, reduced the building limit to 200 
feet, effective Sept. 1, 1911, a number of 
Owners took out permits under the former 
ordinance and built to the height of 260 feet. 

Other owners have built and are building 
under the restriction of the present law of 
20 feet. 

Clearly the law should be equally binding 
on all. 

Clearly the building limit, at whatever 
height it is placed, should govern all prop- 
erty owners. 

The old custom of a special ordinance for 
each building was found defective and aban- 
doned. Under such custom the powerful 
‘and influential are too likely to have advan- 
‘tages not open to the average man. 

The pending petition Yor a special priv- 
flege to construct a building 260 feet high 
should be rejected or there should be 
sed an ordinance permitting all owners 
to build to that height.

While it is bad enough to be confined inno- 
cently at any time, it is especially galling 
to spend these hot summer months in jail 
solely because one is too poor and too friend- 
less to secure bail, Such confinement may 
easily injure one’s health. It is almost sure 
to shatter one’s taith in our institutions of 
justice, 

There are some judges in this city who 
are willing to forego their vacation at this 
time and spend the two summer months in 
the city hearing cases. These judges are 
deserving of praise. The disposition of the 
cases of men now sweltering in jail await- 
ing trial should not, however, be made a 
matter for voluntary service on the part of 
kindly jurists merely. The city should find 
a way of keeping its legal machinery going 
all the year around without imposing upon 
the good nature of a few members of the 
bench.

LEAKY HEART VALVES. 
ISHOP says there is special reason 
for the wise advising of men with 
leaky heart valves, “for they are 
plastic material for the easy 
creation of chronic invalids on the 


one hand or the development of useful 
lives on the other.“ 


Especially is this 
true of young people suffering from the 
leaky valves which result from growing 
pains and childhood infections. 

A man with a sound heart possibly can 


afford to live a life of laziness and con- 


vert his muscles into putty. A man with 
a leaky heart must keep hig muscles in 
trim. The leak means that some of the 
blood must be repumped at each Leat, and 
to do it good red muscle is required. It is 
impossible to keep a good red heart muscle 
without first keeping the arm muscles good 
and red. 

Furthermore, @ man with a leaky heart 
must eat enough of good nutritious food to 
keep his muscles well nourished. A healthy 
man can usually afford to indulge in some 
of the foolish fads of the fifty-seven 
varieties of fool cranks, but not so the 
man with a leaky heart. 
> 

Among the fotm@ of exercise the man 
with a leaky heart can take are playing 
tennis, horseback riding, and swimming, 
according to Bishop. But he must respect 
his wind. If he feels his beart pounding 
in his chest, or feels it in his throat, or is 
„ panty,”” he must stop at once. Whenever 
exercise has been carried to the point 
where these symptoms are manifested, the 
man has gone too far. If compensation 
has been broken, until it can be re- 
established, the man must go just to the 
opposite extreme; he must rest to re- 
establish his compensation. 

From any standpoint this group is not 
of much importance, compared with those 
who have good compensation and want to 
‘keep it. The second group is usually under 
the direction of physicians, as the members 
should be, for they need individual ad- 
vice.

EXERCISE BEFORE BREAKFAST. 

O. J. M. writes: ‘When I arise 1 have no 
appetite, but regain it later for dinner and 
supper. What is the cause of this? Will 
one-half a glass of warm water before break- 
fast help any? Will you please tell why, 
upon arising, I find hardened pieces of mat- 


ter between my eyes near the nose? How 
can this be helped!“ 


REPLY. 

1. It is all right to drink a glass of warm or 
cold water as one of your bathing stunts on aris- 
ing, Ventilate your room better and get e little 
exercise before breakfast. 

2. Your tears wash foreign matter from the sur- 
face of your eyes to your tear ducts, located at 
the inner angle of the lids. If there ia any sur- 
plus it may be found as a dried out masa at the 
corner. Such masses consist in the main of salt 
from the dried tears and shed tissue cells. If the 
accumulation in your eyes ts excessive it may be 
because your tear ducts are closing, or because 
you have same mild inflammation of your lids.

REPORT FUMES NUISANCE. 

Eagerness writes: I should like to know 
what effect on the skin or the lining of the 
throat sulphuric acid fumea have. In the 
building where I work these fumea per- 
meate the atmosphere for several hours a 
aay. Some of the employés in the build- 
ing find a choking sensation; others an irri- 
tation of the skin, and I am wondering if 
this would occasion any sort of rash or erup- 
ticn of the skin, or would it cause throat 
trouble tn any form.“ 


REPLY. 

Sulphuric acid fumes could cause inflammation 
of the air paseages; also rashes on the skin. The 
effect depends on the strength of the fumes and 
the sensitivenes to acid fumes of those affected. 

Report the nuisance to the state factory depart- 
ment if the building is a factory; otherwise to the 
heaith department.

HAT warrant the new Turkish am- 

bassador can have had for offering 

any protest on Monday last to the 

president at the White House 

against the sale of the American 
battleships Idaho and Mississippi to the 
Greek government it is difficult to conceive, 
and it may safely be taken for granted that 
had any such diplomatic move been made 
by the sublime porte in any of the capitals 
of the great powers of Europe it would have 
been vigorously resented. 

Turkey and Greece are not at war, al- 
though there is every likelihood of their 
fighting before the summer is over, Con- 
sequently, the United States government is 
at perfect liberty to sell all the battleships 
it sees fit to Greece without the slightest 
infraction either of the laws of neutrality or 
of the rules and ethics of international 
comity. 

Moreover, the Turkish government itself 
is buying warships right and left. A few 
months ago it purchased from Brazil the 
dreadnought Rio de Janeiro, af 32,000 tons 
displacement, which Armstrong, Whitworth 
& Co. had just completed at their yards at 
Elswick. | 

It has also given contracts to that firm 
and to Messrs. Vickers, Limited, at Barrow 
for several battleships, cruisers and de- 
stroyers, While twelve destroyers are being 
built for the Ottoman government at Havre. 

Unless I am much mistaken, the Turkish 
navy department is even negotiating here 
for the purchase of the Argentine dread- 
noughts Moreno and Rivadavia, which are 
being built in the United States and are 
nearing completion. 

From this it will be seen that the sublime 
porte has no ¢ause for complaint whatso- 
ever against the United States government 
for selling in times of peace two of its anti- 
quated battleships to Greece.

Then there are the widow and the two 
daughters in New York of the late Count 
Gebhardt Blucher of the third, or Finken, 
line, who died in the United States soldiers’ 
home at Washington, D. C., in May, 1910, 
Count Gebhardt, who was not descended 
from the field marshal, belonging to à dif- 
ferent branch, graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Heidelberg, served as officer of the 
German army during the war of 1870, and 
was subsequently in the civil employ of the 
government. 

In 1877 he came to this country under a 
cloud which it is not necessary to explain 
here, save to say that it led to the forfeiture 
of his commission on the reserve list 6f the 
Prussian army and to his inheritance by his 
father. 

His first wife and his two eldest daughters, 
Margaret and Agnes, remained behind and 
were taken charge of by relatives. 

Disappointed in his expectation of securing 
a commission in the United States army, he 
ultimateley enlisted and served two terms 
in the American artillery, being discharged 
with an excellent character and the rank 
of sergeant and post schoolmaster. Until 
the day of his death he drew a pension of

After his discharge he drifted into hos- 
pital nursing and served as a nurse at the 
Homeopathic hospital at Washington and 
at the Presbyterian hospital at New York. 

In 1892, a few months after the death of 
his first wife at Carlsruhe in Germany, he 
married in New York a Norwegian woman 
of the name of Ella Morte, by whom he had 
two daughters, Countess Ingeborg, now 21 
years of age, and Countess Ella, now 19. 

The union did not turn out a happy one. 
The count eventually left his wife and chil- 
dren and drifted about the country, earning 
a pittance here and there by odd jobs, until 
he finally landed in the Soldiers’ home at 
Washington, where he died in 1910.

A year later, that is, in 1911, his younger 
daughter, Countess Ella, appealed to Justice 
Hoyt in the children's court at New York 
for protection against her mother, complain- 
ing of her treatment by the parent and ask- 
ing that she should be judicially committed 
to the care of the wife of Dr. Henry Wahn 
of Eagle avenue in the Bronx, with whom 
her elder sister, Countess Ingeborg, was al- 
ready residing. 

There is still another Countess Blucher in 
America, the Brooklyn widow of Count Fer- 
dinand von Blucher, who after leaving his 
wife died destitute in a New York hospital 
in 1892 and narrowly escaped burial in the 
potter’s field.

: day by Prince von Bulow (Dodd, 
Mead & Co.), which will be not only 
read but studied by all thoughtful 
people in this country and Europe. With 
the exception of Emperor William, Prince 
Bernhard von Bülow is better known out- 
side of Germany than any of his country- 
men. He was imperial chancellor from 1900 
te 1000. For three years previous be was 
secretary of state for foreign affairs. When 
Bismarck was retired Von sllow was ap- 
pointed! to fill, as much as anybody could 
fill, hie vacant ¢ ; 
Germany, A rms, notwithstanding the 
size of its army, is a peace loving nation: 
Without boastfulness or exaggeration 
we may say that never in the course of his- 
tory has any power, possessing such superior 
military strength as the Germans, served the 
cause of peace ip an * meaure. This 
fact cannot be explain ut by our well 
known and undoubted 1 of peace. The 
German has always been peace loving, and 
has nevertheless had to draw his sword again 
and again in order to defend himaeif against 
foreign attacks.“ 
In regard to France, Prince von Bulow is 
very outspoken: 
The resentment against Germany might well be 
called the soul of French policy; the other Interna- 
tional questions are more of a material nature and 


only concern the body. It is a peculiarity of the 


French nation that they place spiritual needs above 
material nes. 

The irreconcilability of France is a factor that 
we must reckon with in our political calculations. 
It seeme to me weakness to entertain the hope of 
real and sincere reconciliation with France 0 
long as we have no intention of giving up Alsace- 
Lorraine. And there is no such intention in Ger- 
many, N 

There certainly are many individual pointe in 
which we Can see eye to eye with France and in 
which we can codperate, at any rate, from time 
to time. We must always endeavor to preserve our 
polite, calm, and peaceful relations with France. 
But beyond that we should not pursue any will-o’- 
the-wisp delusions, otherwise we may meet with 
the fate of the astronomer in La Fontaine who, 
while gazing at the stars, fell into the pit which 
lay at his feet, but which he had not seen. In 
this case the pit is called Le trou des Vosges.“

France was never go hard hit, not even after 
the catastrophic defeats of 1812-'15, as by the war 
of 1870-'T1. In France there is no comprehension 
of the fact that what seems to them the brutal 
geverity of a conqueror was really a matter of 
national necessity to us Germans. Perhaps in 
course of time the French nation will grow recon- 
celled to the decisions of the Peace of Frankfurt 
when it realizes that they were and are irrevocable.

Often by the time it is twenty-four hours old 
the mold gets started and any mildew quickly 
taints it all through, although the matter shows 
only on the surface, Thoroughly dried and 
toasted bread, ‘grated and put away in a very 
dry receptacle, will Keep for several days and 
is very good for a great number of dishes. Left 
over vegetables may be put together in a sort 
of scallop covered with crumbs. he stuffings 
for tomatoes, eggplant and all such things are 
better if a third or even a half of toasted bread 
“raspings.” In stuffing a chicken the toasted’ 
bread makes a far better mixture than bread 
not cooked a second time.

At least every second day, if not every day, 
the contents of the ice bex should be given 
thoughtful consideration.

In this connection one ought to e care 
that foods from the grocer’s ice box is juickly 
transferred to the home refrigerator, if they 
are not cooked at once, which is the best treat- 
ment, Cold cooked they keep far better than 
raw. Every woman should take home such 
things from the store herself unless her mar- 
ket man and grocer deliver by motor. After 
an hour’s hot ride on a grocery wagon they 
have lost what they cannot regain. 

Green vegetables washed and then wrapped 
in damp newspapers will keep cool until all 
Water evaporates or gets too hot, but on no ac- 
count should they be allowed to stand long in 
cold water, and especially not over night. Any 
leftover stews containing vegetables should be 
used promptly, and in making summer stock 
vegetables should on no account be added un- 
less to be used the same day.

The two safes of the union were seized and 
blown open and the union’s documents se- 
cured. 

Defy Moyer’s Pleas. 

The insurgents organized the Butte Mine 
Workers’ union June 21, despite the presence 
of Charles H. Moyer, president of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners, who had hurried to 
Butte in an effort either to arbitrate the dif- 
ferences or to compromise with the seceders. 
Mr. Moyer admitted that there might be some 
irregularities in the administration of the af- 
fairs of the local union, but he declared that 
they were not of such a character that they 
could not be explained and such abuse’ as 
existed might be remedied. Mr. Moyer se- 
cured the written resignations of the officials 
of the union and announced that he would 
act as the provisional head of the organiza- 
tion pending the holding of a new election. 

Mr. Moyer declared that the whole trouble 
was due to the permeating of the local or- 
ganization by Industrial Workers of the 
World, who were on the scene “ with their 
wrecking crews and their gunmen.” 

After the trouble of June 18 comparative 
quiet ensued until Moyer undertook on last 
Tuesday night to hold a peace meeting.“ 
The seceders then advanced on union hall, 
which was heavily guarded, to stop the 
meeting. 

Firing was precipitated when the door- 
keeper, becoming alarmed at the crowd press- 
ing close, hurried upstairs after someone had 
hit him on the head withaturnip. Following 
the doorkeeper was a Moyer supporter who 
had answered some of the crowd's taunts, 
and as he hurried after the doorkeeper, some- 
one in the building, mistaking him for one of 
the opposing faction, shot him down. This 
aroused the crowd to a fury, and immediately 
there were cries of Get Moyer,“ and Get 
dynamite.“ 


TELEGRAM FROM KNOX PROVES 
BRYAN ERRS ABOUT COLOMBIA. 


Message Found Ordering Matter of 
Treaty Negotiations with South 
American Republic Dropped. 


Washington, D. C., June 26.—[Special. ]— 

Final proof that Secretary of State Bryan 
misstated facts when he said the Taft ad- 
ministration authorized an apology to Co- 
lombia was obtained today, when a tele- 
gram of Former Secretary of State Knox to 
the United States minister to Colombia was 
unearthed. 
This telegram instructed the American 
minister, James T. Dubois, to drop all ef- 
forte to negotiate a treaty of settlement with 
Colombia. 
days later Mr. Dubois submitted to the Co- 
lombian government his memorandum, in 
which he had written the apology that Mr. 
Bryan has copied in the binding treaty. Tyhis 
establishes the fact that Mr. Dubois did not 
submit his proposed apology to the Colom- 
bian government until eight days after he 
had been notified by Mr. Knox to drop the 
question of a treaty entirely. 

To clinch the matter, Mr. Knox left with 
congress a report in which he says that this 
act of Mr. Dubois, committed after he had 
been told to drop the matter, was under- 
taken “in his personal capacity and without 
any authority” and quite aside from his in- 


structions.

GET SPEEDY AID 


Henry C. Frick Sends $25,000; 
State Raises $100,000; 
Much More Planned.

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FIRE LOSS IS $12,000,000, 


Salem, Mass., June 26.—Measures for the 
relief of the 18,000 persons made homeless in 
yesterday's conflagration were proceeding 
with military precision tonight. More than 
8,500 were directly dependent upon the relief 
committee for shelter, while 4,500 waited 
patiently in the various bread lines for the 
food which streamed into the city in abun- 
dance. 

Four dead is the life loss of the disaster. 

Prompt response was made to a public ap- 
peal for relief issued by the governor. Henry 
C. Frick of Pittsburgh sent a check for $25,- 
000. A committee at the statehouse raised 
the biggest part of a proposed fund of $100,-. 
000. Another committee has undertaken to 
raise another fund of $100,000 among wealthy 
residents of the north shore, 


Loss Placed at $12,000,000. 

An insurance adjuster who went carefully 
over the devastated district tonight esti- 
mated the loss at $12,000,000, of which $10,- 
000,000 was covered by insurance. 

Hand in hand with measures for relief 
went preparations for rebuilding the city. 


The Naumkeag company and some of the 
other larger firms burned out announced that | 
they will begin the work of reconstruction 
of new and better plants as quickly as pos- 
sible. In the meantime the unemployed will 
be given work in the rehabilitation of the 
city or will be provided with jobs in nearby 
places. 


Wilson Wires Sympathy. 

President Wilson sent the following tele- 
gram to Woy. Walsh: 

I am sure I speak for the American peo 
ple in téndering heartfelt sympathy to 
you, the people of the stricken city of 
Salem. Can the federal government be of 
service in the emergency? 

Gov. Walsh replied that he would call for 
federal aid if necessary. 

Residents found cause for thankfulness in 
the fact that the more noted buildings and 
the museums with their priceless collections 
of antiquities were spared. 


Red Cross Head to Salem. 
Washington, D. C., June 26.—Ernest P. 
Bicknell, national director of the Red Cross, 
left today for Salem to direct relief work 
there. The Red Cross has sent $5,000 and is 
prepared to raise a large fund if necessary.

Receivers Assured of Co-Oper- 
ation of Creditors in 
Clearing Up Affairs. 


SUBSIDIARIES INVOLVED. 


New York, June 26.—[Special.]—The task 
of straightening out the finances of the H. 
B. Claflin company, for which rece!vers were 
appointed in a suit in equity on Wednesday 
night, is big, but Joseph D. Martindale and 
F. A. Juilliard entered cheerfully upon it 
today. 

It soon became apparent that the receivers 
will have the heartiest cotperation of both 
the banking and the mercantile creditors in 
adjusting the affairs of the institution; that 
the bankers and the merchants stand ready 
to grant reasonable extensions of time that 
may enable the concern to turn a profit, 


whereas demand of payments would cause 
a loss. 


Experts to Work on Books. 

Expert accountants were put to work today 
on the books of the company. Thorough 
atudy of these books not alone will be neces- 
sary but aleo of the twenty-seven retail 
stores throughout the country controlled by 
John Clafitn, president of the failed conern, 
or by the H. B. Claflin company. 

It was admitted that the receiverships of 
the retail stores would be helpful in the read- 
justment of the affairs of the big company 
here. Accordingly, none of the men who are 
actively working for the conservation of the 
assets of the H. B. Claflin company was 
concerned today over the telegraphic infor- 
mation that a number of the other retail 
stores in the chain had gone Into the hands 
of receivers.

Failure Has Wide Effects. 

Owing to the thousands of notes of retail] 
concerns which the H. B. Clatin company 
endorsed and discounted, it is apparent that 
the failure has innumerable ram‘fications. 

Wall street generally took a horeful view 
of the failure. It was pointed out by bankers 
that the Claflin company had over-extended 
itself in attempting to furnish borrowed cap- 
ital for so many retail stores. It was admit-

“high financing” in its free handed dis- 
countings of the retail atores’ notes. It was

sought to strengthen the weaker retail stores 
at the expense of the stronger retail stores 
in the chain.

M’CORMICK ASKS 
INTEREST SUIT 


County Board Head Demands 
Inquiry Into Accounts of 
Treasurer 0’Connell. 


ACTION UP TO COMMITTEE. 


Another attempt to secure for Cook county 
the interest on public funds held by the 
county treasurer was made yesterday by A. 
A. McCormick, president of the county 
board. 

Mr McCormick, in a communication to the 
county board at ite meeting, accused Wil- 
liam L, O’Connell, county treasurer, of hold- 
ing back a total of $500,000 in interest on 
public funds during the last four years. He 
asked for authority to appoint a committee 
of five members of the board to make an in- 
vestigation of O’Connell’s books. 

If Mr. O’Connell refuses to allow a firm of 
certified public accountants to make the 
audit of the books, Mr. McCormick asks 
that a competent attorney be employed to 
bring suit against the county treasurer. 

The Bartzen-Burg element in the board 
succeeded in having the communication re- 
ferred to the finance committee after a vote 


Wants Money for Debts, 

“I believe that a thorough examination 
should be made into the interest account of 
the county treasurer,“ reads Mr. McCor- 
mick’s communication, to determine just 
what amount he has received, and that when 
that has been learned he should be compelled 
by thie board to turn over the full amount. 


The county will soon be compelled to borrow | 


money to meet ita running expenses, and I 
can see no reason why this interest money, 
earned on public funds and belonging to the 
public, should not be expended to meet the 
county's obligations.“

South Shore—went right out into the lead of 
the fleet of nine vessels which crossed the 
starting line at Van Buren street gap at 11 
a. m. 

When the leading four were about twelve 
miles out, the wind, which had been holding 
in the southeast, with a big roll left over 
from the day before, switched suddenly to 
the northwest and came along exceedingly 
rapid. Chapin and Schoenwerk dropped their 
stuff, right awdy.
